A reduction of about 21.3 per 
cent in the proposed spending 
of the department of public 
safety will affect the fire de- 
partment, but it is believed the 
cuts can be made without jeop- 
ardizing the city’s fire safety, 
Public Safety Director Joseph 
Sestric said today.

7,334,477 would have to be cut 
by $1,549,000. Since the budget 
includes $6,800,000 in salaries, 
of which the fire department 
accounts for $5,530,000, it is ob-

The Day the Train Arrived 
To the Editor of the Post-Dispatch: 


With the thought that the date 
might be of interest to your readers, 
may I point out that June 15 will 
mark the centenary of one of the 
most magnificent explosions of civic 
glee in the nation’s history, when St. 
Louis decided to celebrate “the 
splendid nuptials by which this day 
the distant Atlantic becomes the 
smiling bride of the giant West.” 

Or, to put it another way, the ar- 
rival of the railroad. For the occa- 
sion, St. Louis threw the book. The 
day’s amenities included a miles 
long parade, numberless lengthy 
speeches, fireworks, cannon salutés, 
and a banquet fit to stagger giants. 

Just after midnight on June 15, 
1857, the Ohio and Mississippi Rai! 
road's first train rumbled into Illi- 
noistown, a community much better 
known today as East St. Louis. The 
train carried a cargo of hundreds of 
dignitaries, led by the Honorable 
Lewis Cass of Michigan, Secretary of 
State, representing President James 
Buchanan.

These hearty folk had endured a 
series of celebrations all the way 
from Baltimore, Md., through Graf- 
ton, W. Va., through Cincinnati to 
Illinoistown But the biggest and 
best lay before them as they trans- 
ferred to the “elegant and richly fur- 
bished” river steamers, “Reindeer.” 


“Baltimore,” “Illinois” and “Die 
Vernon.” 
According to William Prescott 


Smith, the official historian on hand, 
most of St, Louis had waited up for 


the train's arrival, and the night 
erupted in a series of fireworks 
demonstrations that kept the new 
arrivals awake for several more 
hours. 

The day. officially proclaimed a 


holiday, saw the parade and what 
Historian Smith described as a “light 
collation” laid out on trestles at the 
Fairgrounds 

Some slight idea of the extent of 
the preparations which St. Louis had 
made may be gained, perhaps, from 
the following menu, which included 
boned turkey, ham, champagne 
sauce, beef a-la-mode, tenderloin 
larded, stuffed turkey and oysters, 
spring chickens a la tartar, quail pat- 
ties, snipe patties, chicken patties, 
marbled veal, beef tongue, roast tur- 
key, spring chickens, broiled: lamb 
and mint sauce, sandwiches, chicken 
salad, lobster salad, vegetables, des- 
serts, liquors, beer, ale and porter 


Somehow St. Louis and her vis- 
jtors survived, and for the first time 
the city found itself with direct rail 
communication to the Atlantic sea- 
board via the Baltimore and Ohio 
Railroad, which later absorbed the 
Ohio and Mississippi 

Astonishingly enough, a _ great 
many St. Louis citizens found them- 
selves physically capable of making 
a return visit to Baltimore, where 
the celebration was repeated on 
pretty much the same scale, not long 
afterwards. 

It is an interesting sidelight of 
history that nowhere in William 
Préscott Smith's account of the St. 
Louis celebrations is there any hint 
of the tensions which overhung the 
land in that year and which three 
years later were to flare into civil 
War 

Indeed, it is not too much to sug- 
gest that the rails which connected 
St. Louis to Washington and Balti- 
more may have helped to maintain 
Missouri's close connection with the 
Union during the divisive years of 
the Civil War

Kinks in That Boundary 


The national election in Canada provides an 
occasion for the Government of the United 
States to remind itself of growing tensions with 
our great neighbor to the north—and to d« 
something about them. 


These tensions are phases of many of the 
issues over which Canadians are divided. 


One trouble ig that “the longest undefended 
border in the world” has become a legend, 
and good will along it is widely regarded as one 
of the fixed elements of nature. Ironically 
enough, in this very attitude there is the grit of 
further friction: many Canadians are tired of 
being taken for granted. They want the United 
States to @€arn their good will, not presume it 


The points af which national interests are 
coming into conflict have increased in the last 
few years both in number and in intensity. The 
growing industrialization of our Pacific North- 
west and of adjoining Canada, the increasing 
importance to that development of waterpower 
on international rivers, and the building of the 
St. Lawrence Seaway are all events which have 
posed Canadian-United States problems. 


Many Canadians felt the United States got 
too much out of the St. Lawrence Seaway for 
too small a contribution after too long a period 
of foot-dragging. 

Division of the waters of the Columbia and 
Yukon rivers, which will be so fatéful to the 
future growth of both countries, has offered 
perhaps the single most important challenge to 
our joint statesmanship. Both rivers rise in 
British Columbia, the Columbia flowing across 
Washington to Oregon, the Yukon flowing across 
Alaska. All the regions they traverse need their 
power for industry. 

The temper of Canadians in British Columbia 
toward their United States neighbor is further 
exacerbated by the Alaska Panhandle, which 
shuts off that province from the Pacific Ocean. 
Americans may get some notion of this state of 
affairs by imagining how they would like it if 
Oregon were cut off from the ocean by a small 
strip of land belonging to British Columbia. 

The increasing unfavorable balance of trade 
with the United States is a source of uneasiness 
to Canadians, along with tariffs, and what Can- 
ada regards as the dumping of our surplus 
wheat, the Dominion having a wheat surplus 
problem of its own. 

There is apprehension in Canada about being 
overshadowed by the United States industrially 
and culturally. The increasing control of busi- 
ness enterprises in Canada by United States 
capital is debated in Parliament; the dominance 
of magazines and books by United States pub- 
lishers concerns scholars and artists. 

A Government loan to a gas pipeline com- 
pany chiefly owned by United States interests 
became the occasion last year for a heated at- 
tack on the St. Laurent Government by the 
Conservatives, who have just made such striking 
gains at the polls. 

The necessariiy iion’s share which the United 
States took in financing and manning the radar 
warning lines in Canada has stirred apprehen- 
sions over Canadian sovereignty. 

And the interventionist activities of a subcom- 
mittee of the United States Senate which pro- 
voked the suicide of Canada’s envoy to Egypt, 
Herbert Norman, earlier this year, did no good 
to relations between the countries, whatever 
may otherwise have been the merits and de- 
merits of the case. 

Canada and the United States are still good 
neighbors, very good neighbors. But they are 
not as good neighbors as they have been and as 
they ought to be again. 

As the Canadian reappraises his Government, 
our own Government might well reappraise its 
own efforts, and begin to straighten out kinks 
in that longest unguarded boundary in the 
world, instead of continuing to let them knot up. 
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To Victory With a Pill 

When the American Medical Association heard 
a report on the “shocking and dangerous use 
of stimulants” in athletics, it was to be ex- 
pected that some coaches and fight managers 
would deny the charge vehemently. A few did, 
and may wish now that they had not. For a 
number of athletes have volunteered informa- 
tion that they used “bennies” and other pills. 

Bruno Banducci, former guard for the San 
Franciseo 49ers football team, says he and oth- 
ers who played in the Canadian professional 
football league used pep pills two years ago. 
Quarterback Tom Dublinski of the Toronto Ar- 
gonauts says some men on that team used the 
pills. Judy Joy Davies, a crack Australian 
swimmer, says, “Some of our champion swim- 
mers fearlessly admit they take pep pills to help 
them shatter records.” 

The A.M.A. reports that the physical effect 
of these drugs is “degenerate.” Their use also 
suggests a degeneracy in what is known as 
“sports,” for if it is unethical to drug race 
horses, it ought to be more so to drug human 
beings. The demand for victory has grown much 
too Insistent when it leads to artificial and dan- 
gerous stimulation. Investigation by the A.M.A. 
should prove healthy for athletics as well as for 
athletes. 
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No Fixed Conclusions 

President Elsenhower has spoken again for 
the natural gas bill, and its supporters are deter 
mined to be cheerful about what he said. 

The President wrote Congressman Harris of 
Arkansas that two limiting amendments offered 
by the Administration “do not represent my 
fixed conclusions.” He added that “I wish to 
re-emphasize the importance of enacting” a gas 
bill 

There is something unemphatic about this re 
emphasis, however, because the Administration 
never really emphasized a definite gas bill in the 
first place. A year or so ago the oil-gas indus 
try got the idea that a bill eliminating Federal 
Power Commission rate regulation of gas pro- 
ducers would be acceptable to the White House. 
The President vetoed that bill because of “arro- 
gant lobbying,” but said he agreed with its 
principles 

First discouraged, then emboldened, the in- 
dustry prepared a new bill which would not de- 
Stroy FPC regulation but would weaken it seri- 
ously. The sponsors then sat back expectently 
awaiting Administration approval. What they 
got, instead, were two proposed amendments re- 
storing some of the FPC regulatory power that 
the bill would take away. Meanwhile the Presi- 
dent spoke with equal force of the need for re- 
moving gas price controls and of the need for 
protecting consumers against price rises. 

All this brought the oil-gas industry up in 
arms again. So now Mr. Eisenhower has in ef. 
fect thrown away both of his Administration's 
‘amendments, having “no fixed conclusions” 
about them. , 

Congressman Harris says he interprets this 
to mean Administration support for his bill, but 
we wonder if he ig really much cheered by the 
letter from the President. Between apathy and 
opposition, the gas bill faces trouble in Congress. 
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Very likely Mr. Harris would trade his own 


fixed smile right now for a fixed conclusion of 


the right sort from the White House. 
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Legal Deceit on Civil Rights 
How many Republican House members will be 
aken in by or co-operate with the fraud which 
Southern Democrats are trying to perpetrate in 
the civil rights bill? That is the most interesting 
question as the Administration's bill comes to a 


‘vote in the House this week. Upon the answer 


may well depend the shape of the measure as it 
goes to the Senate. 

The fraud which Southern Democrats seek to 
perpetrate takes the form of a deceptive amend- 
ment purporting to uphold the “right of jury 
trial” for defendants in civil rights cases arising 
out of the Administration legislation. Actually 
what the Southerners are asking in this amend- 
ment is that jury trials be required in contempt 
cases involving civil rights, but not in contempt 
cases involving anything else. 

As Attorney General Brownell made clear in 
an excellent letter to Senator Case, the Admin- 
istration bill seeks only to apply to civil rights 
cases long-established civil procedures for en- 
forcing federal laws in many other fields. 

The object is not to punish people for deny- 
ing Negroes their constitutional rights—particu- 
larly the right to vote—but to prevent that 
crime from being committed in the first place. 
The method would be to authorize the Depart- 
ment of Justice to file proceedings in equity— 
as distinct from criminal law—seeking civil in- 
junctions against civil rights violations. 

If an election official refused to register a 
Negro, for example, the Justice Department 
could ask the federal district courts to issue an 
injunction against the official. If he defied the 
court order, he could be cited for contempt and 
punished on decision of the judge without a jury. 

There is nothing unusual about this procedure. 
It has been used for years to enforce the anti 
trust laws. It is one means by which the De- 
partment of Labor enforces minimum wages and 
hours. ‘The Interstate Commerce Commission, 
Civil Aeronautics Board, Securities and Ex 
change Commission and other regulatory agen 
cies possess similar power to use civil remedies 
in addition to criminal pisecutions. In none 
of these fields are jury trials required in con. 
tempt cases. Why should they be required in 
the field of civil rights alone”? 

Everybody knows the real reason why the 
Southern Democrats are making their stand on 
this ground. They feel confident that if they 

can require jury trials in contempt cases aris- 
ing. from civil rights legislation, then that legis. 
lation will not be enforced in the future any 
better than it has been enforced in the past 
Under the banner of the “right to a jury trial” 
they are waging a brazen campaign to deprive 
the federal courts of power to enforce federal 
laws. 

The Supreme Court long ago held that “one 
of the powers necessarily incident to a court 
of justice” is the power to punish for contempt. 
President Taft, later Chief Justice, described 
what the Southerners are trying to do as “an 
insidious attack upon the judicial system.” 

It is also a fraud intended to deceive the pub 
lic about the true issues of the civil rights bill 
Northern Democrats and Republicans who sup- 
port the “jury trial’ amendment will convict 
themselves of either participating in the fraud 
or being duped by it. 
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The President Indisposed 

It goes without saying that an undivided na 
tion joins in hoping for President Eisenhower 2 
rapid and complete recovery. Judging by the 
official statements his illness seems to have 
been very slight. But as Mr. Nixon said, a stom 
ach upset which in somebody else would go un 
remarked becomes a matter of great public con 
cern in the case of the President. 

Partly that is because he is who he is. Partly 
the reason is that we can all remember only too 
well that Mr. Eisenhower's earlier illnesses in 
their initial stages were described in much the 
same terms being used to describe this one. 

The news that the President is back at his 
desk argues strongly that this time the special- 
ists were needed for nothing more than precau- 
tionary examinations. That is the best of news. 
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The Burden of the Citizens 

With a politicsridden Board of Aldermen 
either unwilling or unable to take positive ac- 
tion in St. Louis's deepening financial crisis, 
everything has come to depend on the Citizens’ 
Tax Committee. 

Can the Citizens find the $5,300,000 in new 
revenue necessary to avert scrious cutbacks in 
municipal services? If they can, and if the Al- 
dermen then act on the Citizens’ recommenda- 
tions, the city will skimp by; if not, trouble is 
ahead. 

Pending an affirmative answer by the Citizen 
on new revenue and in the face of continued 
inaction by the Aldermen, the Board of Estimate 
has been forced to act, It is moving to reduce 
spending to the level of anticipated revenues, 
or about $54,000,000. 

This already has delayed opening of the city’: 
45 existing playgrounds, its six new play areas 
and seven swimming pools—and most certainly 
will mean a 21 per cent reduction in all city de- 
partments except Public Welfare unless new 
money is found. The Department of Public Wel- 
fare’s budget is to be trimmed by only 6 per cent. 

The Aldermen could avert any of these cuts 
by adopting the $59,300,000 budget that is before 
them. But then they would be legally bound 
to provide the tax revenues to make it operative, 
and that is where they have balked. 

This underscores the importance of the Citi- 
vens’ ‘Committee. The sooner they provide an- 
swers on revenue, then the sooner the Board of 
Aldermen will be compelled to act and the soon- 
er this crisis will pass. 
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W onders-Never-Cease Note 

Scott McLeod, newly named Ambassador to 
Ireland, says the Eisenhower Administration's 
proposed changes in the immigration law do 
not go far enough. Mr. McLeod believes the 
quota system for immigrants especially should 
be revised, and a “high-level commission” of 
citizens ought to decide how to do it. 

Is this the same Scott McLeod who was a pro 
tege of Senator Bridges and the late Senato: 
MeCarthy, and under whose management the 


‘special refugee program was bungled and red 


taped for a year, and whose record even then 
was champianed by that co-author of the present 
Immigration Act and defender of our shores, 
Congressman Walter of Pennsylvania? It is 
indeed. 

Mr. McLeod seems to have learned a good 
deal while handling a smal! part of the immigra- 
tion problem. He is now on the opposite side 
of the fence from Mr. Walter and, more remark- 
ably, on the same side of the fence as former 
President Truman, who did name a “high level” 
citizens group, which did recommend drastic 
alteration of the quota system. That side of the 
fence ought to surprise even Mr. McLeod.

Thank you for sending me a copy of 
our editorial entitled “Classroom 
shortage: Fact or Fiction?” 

I certainly understand how the va- 
ious statements that have been made, 
nd the many statistics that have been 
‘uoted, could be very confusing. 


The trouble is that those who deny 
the existence of the classroom shortage, 
having made no survey of actual condi- 
tions in the schools, take bits and pieces 
of data from studies made by others; 
then they twist 
these figures out 
of context to try 
to prove precisely 
the opposite from 
the conclusion of 
the surveys they 
purport to quote. 

For example, the 
United States 
Chamber of Com- 
merce says that Of- 
fice of Education 
figures show that 
490,000 classrooms 
were ‘built during 
the past 10 years 
while only 291,000 
were needed for increased enrollment. 

I think the best source for Office of 
Education figures would be the office 
itself. The Office of Education says 
the Chamber has left out much infor- 
mation needed to give an accurate and 
complete picture, and has used other 
data incorrectly. 


The office concludes that some 444.,- 
000 to 504,000 rooms were needed mere- 
ly to meet enrollment increases and 
replacement needs developing during 
the past 10 years, while only 406,000 
classrooms were built. 

The statistics reported by the Offic: 
of Education are compiled from figures 
supplied by state and local school au- 
thorities. Unless we want to send out- 
side investigators to check into every 
classroom in the country, these author- 
ities must be the basic source of nation- 
wide information. They know best how 
many pupils are enrolled and how man) 
classrooms are available.

The latest survey by the state and 
local school authorities was made last 
fall. And for the third year in a row, 
these authorities reported their schools 
are overflowing with about 2,250,000 
children above capacity, The states re- 
ported 80,000 additional classrooms 
were needed simply to accommodate 
this overflow of students. 

A second factor in the shortage, of 
course, is the number of*rooms that are 
unfit, unsafe or otherwise obsolete. Ad- 
mittedly obsolescence is more difficult 
to measure precisely, because opinions 
The state and local school 
authorities, who are closest to the situa- 
tion and best able to get the facts, have 
reported 79,000 unfit rooms were in 
use last fall and needed to be replaced. 

School authorities placed the short- 
age last fall at about 159,000 rooms. 

Is state and local action meeting the 
need? By next fall the states indicate 
they will need 59,000 to 65,000 addi- 
tional rooms to meet annual enroll- 
ment increases and replacement needs. 
The states estimate they will build a 
record 69,000 rooms during the year. 

Thus, even if they reach this esti- 
mate, they would make only a small 
dent in the backlog of shortage of 159, 
000 abassrooms. 

Many editors and citizens may hel; 
to promote understanding of this prob- 
lem by taking a good look around their 
own communities. You may find 
whether there are any classrooms to 
crowded to permit the individual in 
struction needed for good education. 

Are there any half-day schools .ir 
your area, where children in the cours: 
of a year lose the equivalent of tw: 
months’ education? Are there school: 
n your area which are unsafe, unfit 
w otherwise inadequate? 

Conditions, of course, vary consider 
ably from community to community. 
Bu® the evidence is clear that such 
conditions exist in many communities 
across this country—and this should be 
a deep concern to all. 

For we all know that good education 
is one of the keystones of our expand- 
ing prosperity, our national security, 
our progress as a nation.

Between Book Ends 


‘French Panorama 
AN INTRODUCTION TO THE FRENCH 


POETS, by Geoffrey Brereton. (Essential 
Books, 302 pgs., $5.) 


A survey of this kind is importan' 
because it gives many a reader his firs! 
and most lasting impressions of a fo! 
eign literature. Such a work must be 
evaluated then for its interest, accurac) 
and completeness, With minor excep 
tions, “An Introduction to the Frenc! 
Poets” is excellent on all these counts 

The period covered starts with Fran 
cois Villon (born 1431) and ends with 
Pierre Emmanuel (‘born 1916), five 
centuries studded with hundreds of fig- 
ures, each worthy of separate biograp! 
ical or critical treatment. Condensing 
this, Brereton devotes a chapter to eac! 
of 20 influential poets. 

Besides Villon these include ‘up to 
the nineteenth century) Ronsard, Du 
Bellay, Malherbe, Racine and La Fon 
taine; the rest of the book, fully t*%o 
thirds, is given over to poets since that 
time. Yet this is not out of proportion 
when we consider that four majo! 
movements or “schools” sprang up in 
the last 150 years, accompanied by the 
greatest galaxy of names in French 
literary history, from Hugo and Bau- 
delaire to St. John Perse and Rene 
Char.

As a whole, Brereton’s choice is wise- 
ly conservative. Among the interesting 
names omitted are the romantic-symbol- 
ists Germain Nouveau and Albert 5Sa- 
main, and the “fantaisistees” Francis 
Carco and Tristan Dereme. More im- 
portant, however, is the omission of 
Corneille, Racine’s equal in dramati 
poetry, and the slight mention of such 
fine recent poets as Jammes, Fort, 
Jouve and Cocteau. The newer poels 
(the “newest” are omitted from this 
volume) are lumped together in a fina! 
‘hapter entitled “Poetry Since Valery.’ 
which covers trends up to about 1950 

One of the finer features of this book 
‘s its interesting, unbiased presentation 
‘upported by biographical facts and 
liberal quotations. In an age when 
biographies are being scorned in favor 
of pure criticism, Brereton assumes that 
the life can illuminate the work, that 
“every worthwhile poet has an artistic 
and moral personality which bosemes 
discernible in time. Often this ‘poetic 
identity’ can be approached most con 
veniently through the biography and 
related to it... . To distinguish it Is 
the highest pleasure of reading”

Association officials 

looked into infractions 
against amateurism committed 
by Harvie Ward, they met in 
the offices of the Western 
Golf Association in Golf, Ill., 
a village just outside the lim- 
its of Chicago. 

The ready co-operation of 
the Western with the national 
group was not always thus. 
In fact once, when the 
U.S.G.A, made a “non-ama- 
teur” of a famous golfer, the 
Western freely accepted his 
entry, and the man won the 
Western Amateur crown. 

That was Francis Ouimet, 
who became the Western 
Amateur champion in 1917 
while being barred from ama- 
teur golf by the U.S.G.A. 
The bar was in effect from 
the winter of 1916 until the 
winter of 1918. 


It was a highly unpopular 
act by the U.S.G.A. which 
technically had a case against 
OQuimet, H. W. Wind relates 
in “The Story of American 
Golf.” The U.S.G.A. defini- 
tion of a‘ professional at the 
time was, in a nutshell, a per- 
son engaging in any business 
connected with the game of 
golf. Ouimet had been warned 
he would forfeit his amateur 
standing if he went through 
with his announced intention 
to open a sporting goods store 
with a friend.

has with other countries. The | 
background on that will provide 
the background for the major- 
ity decision. 

If you, as a civilian uncon- 
nected with the armed forces, 
went to a foreign country and 
committed a crime, there is no 
doubt of what would happen. 
That country could try you,.no 
matter what kind of court sys- 
tem it had. 

But the Constitution, which 
guarantees citizens the right to 
trial by jury, also gave Con- 
greas the power to make “rules 
for the government and regula- 
tion of the land and naval 
forces.” 

So the uniform code of mili- 
tary justice, under which the 
aymed forces operate, comes un- 
der the authority of Congress. 
That code provides that civilians 
connected with the armed forces 
overseas can be tried by mili- 
tary courts. 


But this country has troops 
in many foreign countries. 
Many of them claim the right 
to try anyone who breaks their 
laws.
